Vote Is Unanimous 

After brief ta-Iks by Mr. La-ni- 
gan and Senator Jacob K. Ja- 
yits, the New York delegates, 
without any dissenting opinion 
being vo-iced, voted unanimous 
to support the state Republican 
leadership’s effort to change 
the delegate allocation formula, 
approved by the Republican 
Naitional Committee, to give 
greater representation to large 
states. ^ 

There were few unanimous 
votes at the New York Demo- 
cratic delegation caucuses last 
month. Even motions to adjourn 
touched off squabbles.
